2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 5-7 and 9-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach expressly the particular virus, 
or diseases herein. 

Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 

Claims 1-4 and 8 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Silverstein et al (WO 01/05396). Silverstein et al. teach 
a method of using a composition comprising cobalt chelates, such as CTC-96, for treating and/or preventing viral infection, wherein the 
virus may be enveloped virus and non-enveloped virus. Silverstein et al. specifically teach that the method is particularly useful against 
papilloma virus. 



Claims 1-4 and 8 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Silverstein et al. in view of Dori. Silverstein et 
al. teach a method of using a composition comprising cobalt chelates, such as CTC-96, for treating and/or preventing viral infection, 
wherein the virus may be enveloped virus and non-enveloped virus. Silverman et al. specifically teach that the method is particularly 
useful against papilloma virus. Silverstein further teaches that the cobalt chelate containing composition may be in various dosage 
forms known in the art, such as an aerosol, an inhalant, a solution, a powder, an ointment, an aqueous suspension, etc. Silverstein et al. 
do not teach expressly topical application, or the particular virus recited herein. However, Dori teaches that the cobalt chelates herein 
are known as wide spectrum antiviral agents and are known to be administered by topical application. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to employ the cobalt chelates, such as CTC-96, for treating and/or preventing any papilloma virus infections or diseases caused 
by such infections. The selection of proper route for administering a therapeutical agent is considered within the skill or artisan.
